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WHAT THE NAVAL CONSULTING BOARD DID. 


In a book on the Naval Consulting Board of the United 
States, just published, with the approval of the Navy, and 
written by Lloyd N. Scott, who served as a captain in the 
Army in the World War and was liaison officer to the 
board and the War Committee of Technical Societies, 
Inventions Section, General Staff. Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels, in a foreword, says: “It would have been im- 
possible for the Navy to have carried on its efficient part 
in winning the World War without the intelligent and 
patriotic contributions of civilian thinkers and workers, 
as well as civilians who enlisted in every department of 
naval effort. Foremost among the civilian patriots stand 
the members of the Naval Consulting Board. The Navy, 
indeed the whole country, owes to their scientific patriot- 
ism a debt not — for what they wrought but quite as 
large a debt for the stimulus and inspiration they im- 
parted to the naval personnel and to civilians enlisted in 
national service.” The board, of which Thomas A. Edison 
was chairman, included many of the best known inven- 
tors, scientists and practical business men in the country. 
As Secretary Daniels also says: “The study of the organ- 
ization and work of the board is interesting and illus- 
trative of American resourcefulness and initiative and 
efficiency. Some of the things it did are told in this vol- 
ume. Its spirit glows on every page. Some of its impor- 
tant work must still be held confidential.” 

The book discusses the industrial preparedness cam- 
paign, the functions of the various allied organizations 
with the Naval Consulting Board, the inventive accom- 
plishments of members of the board and others, as well 
us telling of the many suggestions submitted to the board, 
some of them of great value, while many were worthless, 
although all were evolved through a ‘spirit of patriotism 
and a desire to aid the Government. Among the first class 
of suggestions were several forms of “tubes,” so-called, 
devices whereby the direction of the source of sound, 
made by other moving vessels than that from which the 
observation was taken, could be determined. This appa- 
ratus was of the greatest value in estimating the location 
of submarine or other enemy craft; while another device 
which involved the detection and location of such craft 
was an alternating magnetic field governed by means of 
an alternating current magnet. Also many methods of 
camouflage, afloat and ashore, for the purpose of evading 
observation of our forces by the enemy ; inventions affect- 
ing aerial operations; the Ruggles orientator, used for the 
training of prospective aviators, bomb dropping devices, 
Iiudson Maxim’s invention for making gun tubes with 
great hydraulic pressure, gun carriages, a device by Mr. 
Edison for the quick turning of ships when about to be 
attacked; a device for taking merchant ships out of 
mined harbors, another invention of his; the patrolling of 
a coast by a system of submarine buoys—his also; an 
underwater searchlight; oleum cloud shells, which on 
bursting would form a dense, white, suffocating cloud, 
used chiefly for blinding the vision of enemy ships; water- 
penetrating projectiles, steamship decoys, turbine heads 
for projectiles, a plan for the mining of the harbor of 
Zeebrugge by means of flat-bottom rowboats, driven by 
motors and provided with a pole connected with the bot- 
tom of the boat, which could be adjusted to any depth of 
water, and which, when the pole struck the bottom, would 
release a mine and sink the boat. 

Other inventions submitted to the Government included 
a direction finder for hostile airplanes, sound ranging ap- 
paratus, an extension ladder for the spotting top, for use 
on board ships; a reacting shell; an improved Sperry 
gyroscope, a submarine alarm, consisting of an anchored 
net, with wireless buoys submerged and anchored at the 
bottom; an instrument for locating enemy snipers, a 
most ingenious device, which was to be set up in a 
trench ; a submarine gun, one element of which became an 
important part of the mines used in the North Sea bar- 
rier; plans for aiding in the solution of the fuel problem, 
and many devices and suggestions intended to bring about 
the defeat of the enemy. 

Speaking of the Naval Consulting Board, the author 
observes : “Everyone expected that the board would evolve 
some invention that would conquer the Central Powers 
with one fell swoop, and had the war lasted another year 
an important and confidential device, not described here- 
in, would probably have justified this expectation in a 
degree at least; and other devices evolved by the board 
such as wire-controlled bombs, devices for the automatic 
introduction of all the factors in the aiming of machine 
guns on aeroplanes, as well as others, gave promise of 
such results.” The work is accompanied by many illus- 
trations, including those of the more important inven- 
tions adopted, while those of some others are purposely 
omitted. There are also numerous maps and diagrams. 
Mr. Lloyd has succeeded in presenting a very interesting 
story of American inventiveness and resourcefulness well 
worth reading. The data it contains is valuable for refer- 
ence as well as for other purposes, and may well be read 
by those who wish to know, uihecativer, of some of 
America’s accomplishments in the war. The volume is a 
Government publication, issued by the Government Print- 
ing Office. 
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GENERAL SERVICE ScHoots Books. 

Three valuable books for the instruction of officers of 
the United States Army have just been issued by the 
book department of the General Service Schools at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas., of which Lieut. Col. A. M. Ferguson, 
US.A., retired, is in charge. These books comprise the 
following : “General Tactical Functions of Larger 
Units” ; “Tactical Principles and Decisions,” Vol. I, with 
maps; and “Combat Orders.” In General Tactical Func- 
tions, a book of 175 pages in one volume, it has been the 
intention of the authors to give a continuous view of an 
army situation covering an advance of several days, cul- 
minating in an attack by the whole army. This book has 
been prepared under the directions of_the commandant 
of these schools and has been authorized as @ future text. 
‘Tactical Principles and Decisions” is a book of 591 
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pages, in two volumes, and one case of maps, and has 
been published with a view to producing o uniform tac- 
tical doctrine. This book embraces the tactical prin- 
ciples of warfare, including stabilized situations, and en- 
deavors to illustrate their application to the infantry or 
cavalry division operating independently, or as a part of 
a larger force. “Combat Orders,’ one volume of 115 
pages, pocket size, has been prepared as a result of ex- 
perience in the World War. ‘This particular book should 
be in the hands of each officer in the United States Army, 
as there is much valuable information contained therein, 
and in fact all three books will be found of great value 
to officers, especially to those who anticipate a detail to 
the General Service Schools. 
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3D INFANTRY CELEBRATES ANNIVERSARY. 

A press dispatch from San Antoniv, Texas, Sept. 21, 
stated that the 3d U.S. Infantry, “known as the oldest 
regiment in the U.S. Army, with a record of achievement 
dating back to 1774, celebrated its 146th anniversary of 
organization at its headquarters at Camp Eagle Pass on 
the Texas-Mexican border.” According to the official 
“Histories of Organization” the 3d Infantry was organ- 
ized Sept. 4, 1792, under the act of March 5, 1792, as 
the “Infantry of the 3d Sublegion”’; its designation 
changed to “3d Regiment of Infantry” Nov. 1, 1796, un- 
der the act of May 30, 1796; disbanded June 1, 1802, 
under the act of March 16, 1802. The 3d Regiment was 
again organized under the act of April 12, 1898, and so 
continued until May 17, 1815, when, by consolidation of 
regiments under the act of March 3, 1815, it became a 
part of the “Ist Regiment of Infantry.” It was again 
organized May 17, 1815, by the consolidation of the 1st, 
5th, 17th, 19th, 28th and 39th Regiments of Infantry, 
and again Aug. 11, 1869, under the act of March 3, 1869, 
by consolidation with one-half of the 37th Regiment of 
Infantry. 

The records of early organization of the regiments of 
Infantry, however, are inextricably involved by the 
many consolidations and reorganizations and the same 
official record, above noted, that states that the 3d Regi- 
ment became a part of the Ist Regiment in March, 1815, 
records under the history of the 1st Regiment that it 
“became a part of the 3d Regiment of Infantry in March, 
1815.” The ist Regiment of Infantry, by the official rec- 
ord, was organized under act of Sept. 29, 1789, from 
state troops raised under the resolution of June 3, 1784, 
and was designated the “Regiment of Infantry,” the des- 
ignation being changed to Ist Regiment under act of 
March 3, 1791. It became the “Infantry of the 1st Sub- 
legion” Sept. 4, 1792, and reverted to “Ist Regiment” in 
1796. In view of the later consolidation of the Ist and 
3d Regiments and their various reorganizations either 
might lay claim to a part of the record of the other and 
to the honor of being the oldest regiment in the U.S 
Army. 

In a review of the 3d Infantry’s record some time 
ago, the New York Times recalled that the regiment 
between 1794 and 1912 participated in a long list of 
battles and engagements, the first under Major Gen 
“Mad Anthony” Wayne, the captor of Stony Point 
in the Revolution, and the last under the present Gen- 
eral of the Army, John J. Pershing. The same year it 
was organized “Mad Anthony” issued an order giving 
the unit the distinctive insignia, “Yellow bindings on 
their caps, yellow plumes and black hair.” 

The regiment was in New Orleans during the War of 
1812, and took part in the war against the Creeks, be- 
ginning with the Fort Mimms massacre and ending with 
the bloody affair at Horseshoe Bend, where Andrew Jack 
son first came into prominence as a military leader. Ip 
1825 it built Jefferson Barracks, Mo.; in the following 
year erected the present Fort Leavenworth, Kas., and 
then for ten years was engaged in constant Indian war- 
fare in the Choctaw country. 

The 3d won new fame in the Mexican War, beginning 
with the first battle at Palo Alto. It stormed the Mexi- 
can position at Churubusco with such dash that the 
enemy capitulated, and later formed a part of the ex- 
peditionary force when it was decided to invade Mexico 
by way of Vera Cruz. ‘The regiment played such a bril- 
liant part in the operations leading up to the capture 
of Mexico City that Gen. Winfield Scott gave it the place 
of honor leading the column entering the fallen city. 
There it was that this organization received the nickname 
of “The Old Guard of the Army.” As the 3d passed in 
review, General Scott turned to his staff and said: 
“Gentlemen, take off your hats to the Old Guard of the 
Army.” 

Then came the Civil War and new laurels. After the 
first battle of Bull Run, General McDowell reperted to 
President Lincoln that the 3d was instrumental in pre- 
venting the cutting to pieces by the Confederates of the 
untrained volunteers put to rout in that peculiar en- 
gagement where the winning side was the last to run. 
Other important battles in which the regiment partici- 
pated were Malvern Hill, Chancellorsville, Antietam and 
Gettysburg. In the Spanish-American War, the 3d took 
part in the battle of El Caney and in the siege and cap- 
ture of Santiago. It saw hard service in the Philippine 
Insurrection in more than fifty engagements, 

The 3d Infantry was on the Mexican border at the be- 
ginning of the World War, where it remained, guarding 
the frontier and training soldiers for service overseas. 
The regiment is now on duty in Texas, being divided at 
Eagle Pass, Fort Sam Houston, Marfa and Lajitas. 

A long line of officers who have served in this regi- 
ment achieved high commands. One of them, Zachary 
‘Taylor, who served as a major in the 3d, became Presi- 
dent of the United States. Seventeen regimental officers 
were either major generals or brigadiers in the World 
War. The list includes Major Gen. Frank McIntyre, 
Assistant Chief of Staff; Major Gen. Omar Bundy, com- 
mander of the 2d Division in the operations near Cha- 
teau-Thierry ; Major Gen. H. P. McCain, former Adju- 
tant General of the Army; Major Gen. J. W. McAndrew, 
Pershing’s chief of staff; Major Gens. James H. McRae 
and C. W. Kennedy, of the 78th Division; Major Gen. 
George Bell, jr., of the 33d Division; Brig. Gen. Paul 
A. Wolf, trainer of the Reserve officers at Plattsburg 
and later head of an Infantry brigade in the 33d Divi- 
sion; Brig. Gen. William R. Sample, head of the Re- 
serve officers’ camp at Madison Barracks, and Brig. Gen. 
Peter Murray, commander of the civilian Plattsburg in 
1916. 
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DryDEN TropHy TO INFANTRY. 

The Dryden Trophy, won by the Army Infantry team 
at the rifle matches at Sea Girt this summer, and which 
was won by the U.S. Marine Corps in 1919, has been 
turned over by the Marine Corps to Major Gen. Charles 
S. Farnsworth, the Chief of Infantry. The trophy will 
adorn his office.

Per DiEM ALLOWANCE ON ReEcRUITING Durty. 

Following a decision of the Comptroller, printed in our 
issue of Sept. 11, page 31, the War Department has or- 
dered that Paragraph 1226, Army Regulations, as changed 
by C.A.R. Nos. 75, 88 and 107, be further changed to 


“om 


read as follows: “Enlisted men absent under orders from 


their stations upon recruiting duty will be deemed to be 
traveling under orders during the entire period of their 
absence notwithstanding that some portion of the time 
may be occupied by detentions in the various towns 
which they visit in the performance of their duty. While 
so engaged they will be entitled, for the entire duration 
of such absence, to the per diem allowance prescribed in 
Sub-paragraph g (1) of Paragraph 1223 for stops of 
‘seventy-two hours or less,’ provided, that if they remain 
in any one place for more than ten days they shall not 
be entitled to the allowance herein authorized except upon 
such special authority obtained from The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army which will in no ease exceed thirty days 
in any one place. Should cases arise wherein enlisted 
men absent from their stations under competent orders 
on recruiting duty are retained in one place for a period 
in excess of ten days without special authority having 
been obtained, their status upon the expiration of the 
ten-day period will change from that above described in 
Sub-paragraph g (1) of Paragraph 1223 for absence of 
‘more than seventy-two hours and less than thirty days’ 
or from ‘thirty days or more,’ depending upon the length 
of the absence from their stations.” 








Crepit EXTENDED ARMy ENLISTED MEN. 

The Secretary of War issued orders on Sept. 22 giving 
enlisted men the same privileges as enjoyed by officers in 
buying on credit articles from the commissary. The pur- 
pose is to prevent enlisted men from seeking credit else- 
where at much higher rates. Paragraph 1242, Army 
Regulations, 1913, as changed by Changes No. 69, will 
be changed to read as follows: Sales may be made on 
credit to officers and enlisted men and to dependent mem- 
bers of the immediate families of same when officers or 
men are temporarily separated from them. Officers will 
certify that the stores are for their own use or for the 
use of dependent members of their immediate families, 
and the authorized purchaser will receipt for them. En- 
listed men will receive permits from their immediate 
commanders, approved by the commanding officer, upon 
the statement that the stores are for their own use or 
for the use of dependent members of their immediate 
families. Permits will not be given to a soldier not in 
good standing nor in excess of two-thirds of the pay due 
in any one month; enlisted men or dependent members 
of their immediate families will receipt for stores pur- 
chased. In the event that any soldier disposes of the 
stores purchased under this authority other than for his 
own use or for the use of dependent members of his im- 
mediate family, further credit shall be denied and dis- 
ciplinary action taken against him. 
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ALLOWANCES TO ARMY MINE PLANTER SERVICE. 

The War Department requested an opinion of the 
Judge Advocate General of the Army as to the legality 
for antedating the authority for the allowance of $1.25 
per diem for warrant officers on board the mine planter 
Gen. John: M. Schofield, and the further question as to 
whether commutation of rations is payable at the rate 
of $1.60 per diem to warrant officers. The opinion states 
that there is no appropriation for the payment of com- 
mutation prior to July 1, 1920. For the time prior to 
the establishment of the mess under authority from The 
Adjutant General dated Nov. 10, 1919, the warrant offi- 
cers were entitled to such ration allowance in kind, if 
any, as had been heretofore authorized in pursuance of 
the act of July 9, 1918, which provides that “warrant 
officers shall have such allowances as the Secretary of 
War may prescribe.” From this it would appear, says 
the J.A.G., that if the Secretary of War shall decide 
that rations in kind cannot be economically issued, com 
mutation may be paid in lieu thereof. 
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Wark Bonus 1s Nor Pay. 

The $60 war bonus given to honorably discharged sol- 
diers and sailors under the provisions of the act of 
Feb. 24, 1919, is not “pay,” according to a decision of 
the Comptroller rendered Sept. 14. This decision was 
given in the case of a claim for insurance following the 
death of a soldier on April 22, 1919, who had been hon 
orably discharged Feb. 24, 1919. On April 10 he re- 
ceived his $60 war bonus but had allowed his insurance 
policy to lapse. His beneficiary claimed that the insur- 
ance premiums should have been collected out of the 
bonus money which “the United States liad in its pos- 
session during the period Feb. 24, 1919—April 10, 1919.” 
The law specifically provides that only “pay or deposit” 
may be drawn against for premiums and as the war 
bonus is not “pay,” the discharged soldier had no funds 
against which his premiums could be charged.

ARMY LINE OF Duty OPINIONS. 

Opinions on two contrasting cases of death from self- 
inflicted wounds have been given by the J.A.G. of the 
Army. In the case of Pvt. V. F. Oldenhage the opinion 
states the evidence supports the theory that the shooting 
was premeditated and there is nothing to show that he 
was not mentally responsible for his acts. Death, there- 
fore, should be regarded as not in line of duty and as a 
result of misconduct. In regard to the death by gun- 
shot wound of Pvt. Lovell E. Dean a board of officers 
found it a case of suicide and not in line of duty. The 
J.A.G. is of the opinion that the evidence presented _to 
the board was not sufficient to justify the findings. He 
held that the death should be considered in line of duty.

Six Army TEAMS AT Horse SHow. 

The Army intends to have a large and creditable entry 
from the Service at the National Horse Show in Madi- 
son Square Garden, New York city, from Nov. 15 to 20. 
Already six camps or posts have been authorized to send 
teams. In order to prevent any military evtry that may 
not reflect credit on the Army, no officer will enter as 
a competitor in this horse show without first receiving 
a special authorization from The Adjutant General of 
the Army. This does not apply to teams already au- 
thorized to enter. In this connection the War Depart- 
ment announces that the entire amount of meney allowed 
by the horse show officials to pay the expenses of the 
military entries has been allotted to the six teams already 
entered from the Service. 
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PROTECTING THE UNIFORM. 

In New York city, possibly to a greater extent than 
anywhere else in our country, the abuse and misuse of 
the uniforms of the United States Army and Navy long 
have been a profound humiliation to the Services. No 
more convincing testimony of this condition of affairs 
could be mentioned than that in spite of the fact that 
Section 125 of the National Defense act is in existence 
(the section written into the act for the protection of 
the uniform), New York policemen on certain special 
forms of duty wore the uniform of a non-commissioned 
officer of the Army, a custom now happily abolished. 
seggars in Army and Navy uniforms, posing as pedlers 
of Army booklets for invalid soldiers’ and sailors’ benefit, 
long have been an offense to present and former Army 
and Navy officers and enlisted men and to civilian friends 
of the Services. Repeated efforts on their part to interest 
the police or the Federal Government’s legal representa- 
tives in New York in the suppression of this misuse of 
the uniform have met with no result. Officers have writ- 
ten letters to the newspapers explaining that these men 
were imposters working on the good-natured impulses of 
the average man and woman toward a soldier or sailor 
in distress. A certain class of business men used former 
soldiers in uniform as solicitors and salesmen owing to 
the sympathy they excited, an even baser form of uni- 
form abuse than that practiced by the beggar, for he 
might be excused on the score of low mentality. 

A culmination of this scandalous disgracing of the uni- 
form, that led to positive action by Major Gen. Robert 
L. Bullard, commanding general of the 2d Corps Area, 
and the United States District Attorney, took place on 
Sept. 6 at a Labor Day celebration in Brooklyn, N.Y. 
In a crowd assembled to hear the speakers in Prospect 
Park were many employees of the local transportation 
company who were out on a strike, among these being 
some men in Army and Navy uniforms although the 
occasion could not be called a military function by any 
stretching of that term. As the crowd was leaving the 
park a surface car came in sight of the strikers and they 
began a vicious attack on the strike breakers manning 
the Conspicuous in 
the riotous proceedings were the men in Army and Navy 
uniforms, some of whom, according to the newspaper 
accounts of the riot, wore war medals and had wound 
chevrons on their blouses. The rioters were driven off 
by the police. On Sept. 10 it was announced by Le Roy 
W. Ross, United States District Attorney in Brooklyn, 
that he had begun an investigation of the report that 
men in soldiers’ and sailors’ uniforms participated in the 
Prospect Park riot on Labor day, and would begin legal 
Proceedings against any striker or sympathizer wearing 
the uniform of the armed forces of the United States. 
He also stated that he had received a formal letter from 
General Bullard calling his attention to the fact that 
the wearing of the uniform by a former soldier of the 
Arny except under certain specified military conditions is 
Contrary to the Federal law. General Bullard also asked 
the District Attorney for the names of any men arrested 
under such circumstances who were wearing Army uni- 
form. 

This admirable action of General Bullard’s is likely to 
mark the beginning of the end of this abuse of the Army 
uniform in so far as New York city is concerned.

REASSIGNMENT OF ARMY OFFICERS. 

In the reassignment of the many officers recently 
transferred from one branch of the Sery:ce to another 
chiefs of the services have prepared tentat:ve assignment 
lists, which are being submitted to the War Department 
for action as the exigencies of the situation merit it. 
Owing to the thousands of incoming newly appointed offi- 
cers the personnel sections of the offices of chiefs of the 
several branches of the Service have been busily engaged 
in providing suitable assignments for them as well as for 
those officers who voluntarily effected. a change of 
branches. It is the intention of the chiefs to adhere to the 
War Department ruling concerning officers on foreign 
service, who have not yet finished their tour of foreign 
duty. In those instances, where officers on foreign duty 
have transferred into another arm or corps of the Service, 
assignments will probably be made with a view to keep- 
ing such officers at their present stations or at least on 
foreign duty until such time as they have completed their 
tour of duty. 
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GOVERNMENT CARE. OF WOUNDED SOLDIERS. 

The War Department: has issued a statement about 
the Government’s responsibility for the care of disabled 
veterans of the World War and others who have served 
in the Army, and showing what has been done for their 
rehabilitation and what remains to be done. ‘The state- 
ment tells of the large number of hospitals constructed 
by the Army for its sick and wounded, vast institutions, 
many of them larger than any existing civil hospita’s in 
this- country, of «their complete equipment for handling 
cases, of the large number of surgeons and nurses as- 
signed to care for the patients, and of the reconstruc- 
tion service, which was divided into two sections, occu- 
pational therapy and physio-therapy, and which has been 
productive of the most satisfactory results. It shows 
that during the month of April, 1919, there were 66,640 
soldier patients undergoing treatment in the large Army 
general hospitals, and of this number 28,500, or 43 per 
cent., were receiving the benefits of reconstruction treat- 
ment. By December the number had fallen to 17,950, of 
whom 11,875, or 66 per cent., were undergoing recon- 
struction. In July, 1920, 6,751 remained, and of these 
4,808, or 71 per cent.,, were undergoing reconstruction. 
In September, 1920 (the latest figures), only 3,029 en- 
listed men and 457 officers remained under treatment in 
the Army general hospitals. Of the enlisted men only 
1,116, and of the officers 160, were overseas patients. 
From these figures it may be seen that the Army has 
nearly completed its task of treating the sick and wound- 
ed up to the point where the maximum benefit has been 
attained which may be expected in their individual cases, 
The percentage of those in hospital who are receiving 
reconstruction treatment is steadily increasing, while 
the number of war patients is constantly decreasing. 

The statement then asks, “Now, what has become of 
all these thousands of shell-torn, shell-shocked and war- 
racked patients that looked to Uncle Sam to restore them 
to a useful status? A few have made the supreme sac- 
rifice and are gone to join their comrades who perished 
upon the field of battle or in the hospitals of France. 
The vast majority have been discharged either as cured 
or as having reached the maximuni improvement to be 
expected in their individual cases, except the few hun- 
dreds above mentioned who still remain on full Army 
pay until such time as maximum improvement can be 
attained and further retention in a military hospital be- 
comes no longer necessary. Why do we see so few on 
the streets with crutches at the present time? It is be- 
cause the former Service man with a missing leg has 
been supplied by the Government with the finest type of 
artificial limb which permits him to walk about unno- 
ticed among men with normal extremities.” 

The chain of Army hospitals is to be reduced to four 
this month. At present only the following large insti- 
tutions remain, and of these the last four will be discon- 
tinued in October: Army and Navy General Hospital, 
Hot Springs, Ark. This, as the name implies, is a hos- 
pital for both'the Army and the Navy, but is maintained 
by the Army and the personnel is Army personnel ; Fitz- 
simons General Hospital, Denver, Colo., a large hos- 


,pital for the treatment of tuberculosis only; Walter 


2eed General Hospital, Takoma Park, D.C., a large 
hospital wherein are treated all cases, medical, surgical 
and mental; Letterman General Hospital, San Fran- 
cisco, a hospital for the treatment of general medical 
and surgical cases, also mental cases. It also acts as a 
receiving hospital for the sick from overseas commands 
returning by way of San Francisco. This, of course, in- 
cludes Hawaii and the Philippine Islands; Hoff General 
Hospital, Staten Island, N.Y., a general hospital main- 
tained for the treatment of general medical and surgical 
cases; Lawson General Hospital, Fort McPherson, Ga., 
maintained for the treatment of gencral medical and sur- 
gical cases; Lovell General Hospital, Fort Sheridan, Ml, 
for the treatment of general medical and surgical cases ; 
O’Reilly General Hospital, Oteen, N.C., is maintained 
exclusively for the treatment of tuberculosis. None of 
these hospitals is now operating at capacity. In addi- 


tion to caring for the few remaining disabled noldie’s 
of the World War and for the casual sick ef the present 
Regular Army these hospitals also treat some discharged 
soldiers who are beneficiaries of the Bureau of War Risk 
Insurance, which is a branch of the Treasury Depar2- 
ment, and are admitted at its request. 

The statement concludes that it will be seen from 
these facts that the work of the War Department in car- 
ing for the victims of the World War is practically fin- 
ished. The great force of 4,000,000 soldiers is demobil- 
ized. Many discharged soldiers still require hospital 
treatment, and many «thers will, at some future time, 
require treatment for conditions resulting from their 
military service. The case of thes: discharged soldiers, 
however, does not now devolve upon the War Depart- 
ment, but by law is placcd in the hands of the Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance, which is a branch of ‘the Treasury 
Department, 
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ArMy Moror VEHICLE Economy. 


Because of the limited appropriation available for 
operation and maintenance of motor vehicles command- 
ing generals of all corps arcas have been directed by the 
Secretary of War to cause to be made a thorough in- 
vestigation as to the advisability of reducing and in 
some cases completely eliminating motor vehicles at posts 
and stations within the corps areas. A report of the 
action of the commanding generals will be made to the 
Secretary of War. Exclusive of divisional camps. cer- 
tain posts and stations in the nine corps areas have 
been equipped with mo%or vehicles for transportation pur- 
The transportation activities of a large maority 
of these places, heretofore, have been performed by ani- 
mal-drawn vehicles, where necessary, and by water trans- 
portation where such would be practicable has been 
under consideration. Major Gen. Harry L. Rogers, U. 
S.A., Quartermaster General, in this connection has an- 
nounced that the Quartermaster Corps would adhere to 
such a system whereby it would be possible to utilize 
anima: and water transportation, with the end in view

trafic. While the Army authorities made every effort to 
obta’n an appropriation sufEcient te carry on the ac- 
tivities of the Service through the use of motor trans- 
portation, Congress cut the appropriation under the 
mini'mum. Despite the War Department’s rigid economy 
in the use of motor vehicles it has become necessary to 
seek further reduction in order that the expenditure for 
motor transportation may not exceed the appropriation. 
Army officers declare that they are experiencing consid- 
erable trouble, because of the lack of transportation fa- 
cilities. In a number of instances officers are forced to 
use their own cars in order to make efficient the execution 
of offic'al business. 
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ALLOTMENTS OF WorRLD Wark DESIGNATIONS. 


The Army Reorganization uct of June 4, 1920, con- 
cerning the organization of the National Guard and the 
Organized Reserves states that “the names, numbers and 
other designations, flags and records of the divisions end 
subordinate units thereof that served in the World War 

shall be preserved as such as far as practicable.” 
It is the purpose of the War Department General: Staff 
to insure the designation of overseas units to the proper 
National Guard units, which are now in the process of 
formation and organization. As the study of the plans 
proceed, and before definite allotments are tendered the 
states, it is intended that the authorities of the National 
Guard be given an opportunity to express their desires 
in this matter. The special committee, comprising Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve officers, created under Section 
5 of the Reorganization act, is at present studying the 
subject of the allotment of National Guard units to the 
corps areas with the prospect of an early completion of 
the work. ‘Temporary suspension of new allotments of 
units has been decided upon, however, in order to permit 
arriving at decision as to the main allotments for the 
various states. For this reason the War Department will 
not authorize, for the present, any additional allotments 
or changes in allotments. Applications for such, which 
have been received or may be received, will be considered 
by the committee while the preliminary allotments are 
being made. 
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REDUCING THE WAR DEPARTMENT GENERAL STAFF. 

To bring the War Department General Staff down to 
the limit provided by Section 5, Army Reerganigation act 
of June 4, 1920, a steady reduction of the commissioned 
personnel is going on. The new law prdvides ninety- 
three officers for the War Department General Staff. On 
Aug. 31 there were approximately 135 officers of the 
General Staff Corps and 170 other officers on duty in the 
War Department, a total of 305. Since that time there 
has been a material reduction, but it is the purpose of 
the Secretary of War that the War Department General 
Staff shall be cut to the limit allowed under the new law 
before Noy. 1, by which time the greater portion of the 
work required of staff officers in carrying out ‘the re- 
organization of the Army will have been completed. The 
War Department General Staff will have the services of 
the fourteen Reserve Corps National Guard officers en- 
gaged on committees of the General Staff and of ten ad- 
ditional officers authorized, making 117 officers in grades 
from colonel to captain, inclusive, when reduction to the 
numbers allowed by law is a fact, and it is the opinion 
of high ranking stgff officers that this will be a sufli- 
cient number for the peace-thne establizhanent,

Waar Gas Troops Can Do. 

Commenting on the recent report on casualties in the 
A.E.F. caused by gas, a high ranking officer ef the Chemi- 
eal Warfare Service said: “In a recent statistical re- 
port it is stated that of our 266,112 casualties, precti- 
eally 89,000 were caused by gas. This is roughly one- 
third of all our casualties, and it is especially intereting 
in the case of our own troops, as the plea cannot be 
brought out that our troops were not prepared for de- 
fense against gas. The gas casualties of the French .and 

ritish armies were greater than ours because when they 
were first subjected to this method of warfare, they were 
absolutely unprepared. Were our troops subjected to a 
gas bombardment to-day under the same cenditions as 
the Canadians were at Ypres in 1915, tke casualties 
would be 100 por cent. and the enemy would not make 
the same mistak> to-day that he dd in 1915. He would 
walk right threugh the gap.

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“WuorLy RETIRED” FROM THE SERVICE. 

There is evidently some doubt in the minds of officers 
of the Services, if inquiries that come to us are an in- 
dication, whether officers can be retired without pay ~ e- 
cause of incapacity for active service, under certain con- 
ditions. ‘To settle this question, the case of Capt. Ar- 
thur B. Jacques, U.S.M.C., is taken as an exaniple, This 
offieer was, on Jan. 23, 1920, wholly retired from the 
Service with a year’s pay for permanent incapacity for 
active service by reason of chronic yalyular disease of 
the heart, not incident to the service nor due to his own 
misconduct, in conformity with Sections 1252 and 1273, 





Revised Statutes. Another case was that of 2d Lieut. 
Edward A. Blair. U.S.M.C., wholly retired Oct. 24, 1915, 
on the ground of physical disab'lity contracted prior to 
his entry into the Service, it having been found that a 
malformation was congenital and hereditary. In this 
latter case action was under Sections 1622 and 1252, Re- 
vised Statutes, which provide that: “A commissioned offi- 
cer. of the Marine Corps shall be retired in like cases, in 
the same manner, and with all respects, as are provided 
for officers of the Army, except as is otherwise provided 
in the next section.” “When the board finds that an offi- 
cer is ineapacitated for active service, and that his in- 
capacity is not the result of an incident of the service, 
and its decision is approved by the President, the officer 
shall be retired from active service, or wholly retired 
from the Servier, as the President may determine. The 
names of officers wholly retired from the Service shall be 
omitted from the Army Register.” Section 1275, Re 
vised Statutes, provides that if is discretionary with the 
President if an officer wholly retired shall receive one 
year’s pay.

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STIMULATION OF RE-ENLISTMENTS IN Navy. 

Rear Admiral Josiah S. McKean, U.S.N., commanding 
tattleship Division 6, U.S. Pacific Fleet, has submitted 
the appended suggestions to the Navy Department for 
the purpose of increasing re-enlistments in the Navy. 
These suggestions have been forwarded to commanders- 
in-chief of the Atlantic and Pacific Fleets, to foree, 
squadron, division and flotilla commanders, for considera- 
tion. Comment is invited, also any additional sugges- 
tions in this connection. Admiral McKean’'s suggestions 
are: “That the old quarterly muster be established aboard 
ship where the commanding officer of each ship assembles 
his entire crew and the Articles for the Government of 
the Navy are published to all hands and the command- 
ing officer has an opportunity to explain them, and to 
anneunce his policies on all matters of interest to the 
whole ship’s company. That at frequent intervals lec- 
tures, similar to the one delivered by Lieutenant Com- 
mander Beall [on the income value of enlisted men’s 
pay] be delivered to the crew of each ship. That divi- 
sional officers of each ship should frequently bring to 
the attention of their divisions the advantages of re- 
enlistment. That circulars be printed and forwarded 
from the department to each ship giving the figures and 
advantages vf re-enlistment for use of officers in dis- 
cussing the subject with the crews and to keep the idea 
before the men at all times. That the above information. 
be printed on a single sheet suitable for placing on bul- 
letin boards where they can be referred to at all times. 
That officers and men be encouraged to forward to the 
department items of interest and useful -siatisties per- 
taining to re-enlistments.” 
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Yin Service R.O.T.C. Units. 

The establishment of a limited number of Air Service 
R.O.7.C. units has been authorized by the War Depart- 
ment. Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, U.S.A., Chief 
of the Air Service, has forwarded invitations to certain 
educational institutions to make application for such 
units from which it is expected to create a reservoir of 
officer materiel for the Air Service. In addition it is be- 
lieved that by the adoption of this policy, which was 
diseussed by General Mitcheil and staff before the Senate 
and House Committees on Military Affairs ai the Jast 
session of Congress, there will be created an added inter- 
est in aviation among the young students of this country. 
Regulations concerning courses of training, equipment 
and other features for these units will be furnished to 
the corps area commanders as soon as approved by the 
War Department. It is expected that the courses of 
training will consist of military instruction and teehni- 
eal aeronautical engineering. Practical air service train- 
ing at the educational institutions will be limited to 
ground instruction, although there is a desire on the 
part of some well known eastern universities to be per- 
mitted to give a complete course, which would include 
actual flying. General Menoher is making every effort 
to obtain the co-operation of the institutions m« st adant- 
ed to the formation ‘of these units. Beeause of the em- 
brvo stage of the plan general applications are not de- 
sired this year.

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REVISION OF U.S. ARMY REGULATIONS. 
New Plan of Publication Announced. 

The revision of U.S. Army Regulations which has 
been in progress in The Adjutant General's Office since 
last March, with Major L. A. Dewey, U.S.A., in charge 
of the work, has now progressed to the point where the 
first pamphlet in the new system is in the Government 
Printing Office. This pamphlet contains Army Regula- 
tions 450-45, pertaining to military cducation in the 
Coast Artillery School, and it should be 1cady for dis 
tribution in a few days. Other pamphlets will be se. 
to the printing office as soon as the compilation is com- 
pleted in each case. The new system, which makes for 
clarity, elast‘city, ease of handling and great economy, 
has been unanimously approved by Army officers who 
have informed themselves of the method. Icconomy, aside 
from the time saved by those who must consult the regu- 
lations, is apprec‘able when it is pointed out that under 
the new system a small pamphlet, in the majority of 
instanecs, will take the place of the distribution of the 
bound volume containing the regulations, as heretofore. 
lor example, regulations concerning military correspond- 
ence and the routing of it are contained in a pamphlet 
of a few pages, which can be widely distributed at mini- 
mum cost. Previously such distribution wculd have re- 
quired issue of thousands of bound volumes in which 
the matter relating to correspondence was irf a single 
ehapter. 

The disposition of Army Regulations will be in a sys- 
tem of numbered pamphlets, which will supersede the 
existing volume, arranged in six principal groups: Group 
1: Regulations pertaining particularly to sc: vices, arms, 
staff. corps and departments. Group 2: Regulations re- 
ferring to territorial departments, corps and other areas, 
and certain miscellaneous regulations such as military 
eorrespondence, records, education, ete. Group 3: Table 
ef organization. Group 4: Regulations relating to per- 
sonnel of all classes. Group 5: Regulations relating to 
purchase of supplies and engagement of services. Group 
6: All administrative regulations having to do with 
equipment and supplies, including accountability, re- 
sponsibility, allowances, issues, sales, cte. A block of 
numbers has been. assigned to each principal group: For 
example, 1 to 199 has been assigned ‘to the regulations 
governing, services, arms, staff corps and departments. 

In each of the principal groups there are sub-groups 
represented in the pamphlets proper. For. example, 
under Personnel will be one pertaining to commissioned 
officers and arother pertaining to enlisted men. All of 
the sub-group titles, such as General Staff Corps, Medi- 
eal Department, Military Education, Commissioned Offi- 
’ will be numbered in one s*ries in multiples of 
five, leaving blanks for the insertion of matter which 
will arise from time to time. All the pamphlets to be 
published in any particular group will be numbered in a 
single series in that group, and vacant numbers left for 
future expansion. Thus the numberof the Military Edu- 
cation group is 350; the number of the pamphlet con- 
taining regulations relative to the Coast Artillery School 
in that group is 45, hence group and pamphlet number 
are combined thus, 350-45, and the pamphlet will be 
known as Army Regulations 350-45. Each pamphlet is 
intended to cover fully one subdivision of one subject. 
For example, there will be a pamphlet on leaves of ab- 
senee, another on discharges of enlisted men, another on 
decorations, ete. The pamphlets will be the same size 
as the present Special Regulations, slotted for preserva- 
No pamphlet will have 
a cover sheet or extra sheet for table of contents. The 
heading and ending in each pamphlet will be similar to 
general orders as at present published, the table of con- 
tents of the whole pamphlet being on the first page above 
the text. 

The whole system will be covered by a table of con- 
tents of pamphlet titles and section titles; and each sub- 
group will be covered by tables of contents on colored 
paper showing as to the regulations in that group the 
pamphlet titles, section titles and paragraph subject 
headings. At the upper right hand corner is an index 
showing its number and the numbers of tie paragraphs 
contained on that page, this taking the place of the side 
index and allowing one-half inch more width for the 
printed page. One of the basic ideas of the plan was 
to work the matter out in such a way that each office or 
individual might be furnished only the regulations re- 
quired by such office or individual, making for a great 
saving in printing and paper. Another advantage of the 
plan is that any part of the system can be revised with- 
out revising the whole. The pamphlet can thus be kept 
alive and up to date. 

While the pamphlet system will ultimately absorb all 
administrative regulations for the military service, 
Whether general or special in character which are of 
More or less permanent application, the contents of such 
Subl'cations' as Special Regulations No. 57, Company 
Administration, and the contents of other publications 
welatively new and not at present in need of revision, 
will not be superseded by the new system until later.

Citation will 
made to the Constitution and statutes. to opinion and 
decisions by proper legal authorities such us the courts, 
the Attorney General of the United States, the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury, the Judge Advocate General of 
the Army and others, and to authorities of similar char- 
acter. When, however, an applicable legal authority has 
been published textually in a continuing War Depart- 
ment publication, such as the Military Laws of the 
United States, or War Department general order, bul- 
letin or circular, proper citation to such publication will 
be included., Each citation will follow immediately that 
Portion of the text to which it pertains whether such 
portion be a phrase, clause, sentence or paragraph, or 
part of one of these. A citation appearing in the text 
of a paragraph will be in parenthesis. A citation ap- 
pearing at the end of a paragraph will not be in paren- 
thesis unless it is repetitive, e.g., “Section 6, act of June 
3. 1916 (39 Stat. 169).”

CONTROL OF RECREATION IN CORPS AREAS. 


Policy Announced by War Department. 





In conection with recreational activities in corps areas 
the Secretary of War on Sept. 20 directed that the fol- 
lowing policy be followed and made effective without 
delay : 

Control: The control exercised by corps area com- 
manders over recreational activities will be the same as 
that heretofore exercised by. department commanders. 
Corps area commanders will be informed of all previ- 
ously announced instructions and policies with reference 
to recreation. 

Inds: Funds which have been allotted previously to 
departments will be reallotted to corps areas. The addi- 
tional funds required by the policy announced will be 
supplied from the recreational contingent fund. Any 
funds, previously distributed, to departments, whether 
they have been retained by department headquarters or 
distributed by them to posts, camps, stations, which may 
be rendered surplus by reason cf the new policy, will be 
recalled and will be kept for future recreational contin- 


gencics. 

Personnel: 1. Corps area supervisory recreational per- 
sonnel, List of reéreational supervisory personnel at the 
nine corps area headquarters. In notifying corps area 
commanders, concerning this personnel, they are in- 


formed that corps area recreational supervisory person- 
nel is supplicd them by the War Department; the War 
Department d:ciding as to the number, the persons to be 
employed, and salaries paid. This personnel, on arriving 
in the corps area, is under the full control of the corps 
area commander, except that they may not be discharged, 
nor may their salaries be increased or diminished by the 
corps area commander. Funds will be provided to each 
corps: area concerned for payment of these salaries. If 
the discharge of any of this personnel is desired, corps 
area commanders will so recommend to The Adjutant 
General, but will take no action, except to suspend from 
his duties any of these employees whose conduct war- 
rants such action, reporting suspension at once to The 
Adjutant General. Corps area commanders will fix the 
functions, of this personnel in conformity to the policies 
announced by the War Department concerning the con- 
duct of recreations bearing in mind that the War Depart- 
ment has furnished this personnel for specific duties. 
Corps area commanders will be informed that the super- 
visor of women’s relations, assigned to his corps, is pro- 
vided him in order that women employed for duty in the 
Service clubs of the Army may be properly chosen and 
properly supervised in their duties. 

Examination as to applicants as hostesses: The super- 
visor of women’s relations of the 5th and Gth Corps Areas 
having small territories to supervise, can, in addition 
to their supervisory duties, perform the duties of hostess 
at the post where the corps area headquarters is located. 
The corps area commanders concerned in these two corps 
areas will be so instructed. 2. Development Personnel. 
Employment of three development experts in recreational 
music. Travel expenses, excess baggage and furnishing 
quarters for these experts. 38. Amateur Dramatic Per- 
sonnel. Due to the impracticability of continuing conduct 
of amateur dramatics on present basis the following pol- 
icy will be followed: Companies will be maintained at 
Camps Dix, Meade, Pike and Jackson in order that defi- 
nite promises made by the War Department to these 
camps may be fulfilled. Any corps area recreational 
snnevvisory personnel not included in the lists wor- 
warced to corps areas commanders will be discharged 
after the usual month’s notice.

DUTY OF RESERVE OFFICERS. 
Longevity, Gen. Staff Guard and Reserve Officers. 


National Guard and Reserve Corps officers serving on 
the committees described in sections 5a and 5(b) of the 
Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920, are not enti- 
tled to count for longevity pay prior state service on the 
active list in the National Guard or Organized Militia. 
This decision was given by the Comptroller on Sept. 15 
in answer to an inquiry made by the Secretary of War 
as to whether Guard and Reserve officers serving on the 
committees of the War Department General Staff as pro- 
vided in sections 3a and 5(b) of the Reorganization act 
were entitled to count for longevity pay prior state ser- 
vice in the National Guard or Organized Militia. It is 
to be noted that the Comptroller, after quoting from sec- 
tion 3a the phrase describing the composition of the com- 
mittes including “an equal number of Reserve officers who 
hold or have held commissions in the National Guard” 
states: “This does not include National Guard officers 
as such.” The Comptroller also states in the decision 
“that it is only those who enter the Service in the forees 
of the Army of the United States in time of war, to 
serve during the war, who are entitled te count their 
prior state service on the active list in the National 
Guard in computing increase of pay for length of ser- 
vice. Service on said committees is not war service, and 
in determining the pay of members thereof Section 49 
(41 Stat, 784) and the act of July 9, 1918, are not 
applicable.” 

Appointment of Reserve Officers for Gen. Staff Duty. 

As to the eligibility of all Reserve officers for assign- 
ment to duty with committees of the War Department 
Jeneral Staff. in accordance with the provisions of Sec- 
tions 3a and 5b of the act of June 4, 1920, and whether 
eligibility is. dependent upon recommendation for that 
duty by the governors of the several states and terri- 
tories, and whether the recommendation of such goyer- 
nors is required only in case of Reserve officers who are 
also officers of the National Guard, the Judge Advocate 
General of the Ariny has rendered an opinion which in 
effect is that no Reserve officer, whether a member of 
the National Guard or not, is eligible for such assign- 
ment unless he is recommended for such duty by the gov- 
ernor of the state in whick he resides. The opinion takes 
into consideration the full purpose and intent of the 





legisiation on this matter and finds it reasonably clear 
that Sections 3a and 5(b) were intended to apply to all 
Reserve officers, for otherwise there would be a failure 
to accomplish the full co-operation between the Federal 
and the state military authorities which, it is pointed

THE ARMY MUTUAL AID. 


Writing of the advantages of the Army Mutual Aid 
Association, Col. John C. Gresham, U.S.A., retired, says: 
“Gur friend, the Army Mutual Aid, like the good soldier, 
gives honest and faithful service. Brushing aside techni- 
calities of law and tricks of lawyers and speeding c the 
call of distress, it brings instant help to our widows and 
orphans. Its ways are plain and simple. For The Ad- 
juiant General gets a wire and sends it to the treasurer 
a few yards away, who mails the whole benefit or, if pre- 
ferred, wires half and mails the rest. No surer, swifter 
way can be found.” Colonel Gresham compares this with 
the slower methods of other companies, and adds: 

“As to rates per thousand in the Army Mutual Aid and 
in the War Risk plans, comparisen shows the difference 
to be negligible. It will be agreed, I think, that the ex- 
treme limit of forty-five years for membership is wise.” 
lor example, rate per $1,000 of the Army Mutual Aid at 
age of twenty-one is.$13.77; at age forty-five, $28.48. 
For the same ages the War Risk rates (ordinary life) 
are respectively $13.82 and $28.71. Colonel Gresham 
convulmues! 

“The well-being and morale of the Army in coming 
years will be helped in no smail degree by the prosperity 
of the Army Mutual Aid. For how magy cares, how 
many worries, how many anxiofis. days will be east out 
of its daily life if all eligible officérs become membexsf 
They will then sce with their own eyes its deeds of love 
and hold in their own hands its sure promises of swift 
charity. ‘There will be more peaceful minds, more cheery 
hearts, more willing workers, more happy families, more 
smiling faces, a more thankful and satisfied Army. Not 
one sound reason can be given why all eligible officers 
should not be members, but many can be urged why they 
should, 

“In all its long life—even in the World War—the 
Army Mutual Aid has never failed. And yet, like all 
institutions and especially the best ones—it needs in 
this cold world the loyal support of friends. Does not 
navure itself teach us that disloyalty here would be a 
shameful thing to the whole Army’? It would show a 
narrow selfishness dangerous to the noble spirit that 
quickens comradeship, morale and esprit. And it would 
in too many instances heap greater distress upon our 
widows and orphans. To shun the evil and further the 
good we have tried to poimt out, what should hinder a 
lively, perpetual propaganda to make known the virtues 
of the Army Mutual Aid and to persuade by clear, logical 
facts, that all can do good not only to themselves but to 
their comrades also and, above all, to the Service, i? they 
will but stand shoulder to shoulder in this organization 
of mutual kindness. 

“To educate potential members, let us build up 4 
great academy to have as branches, the War Department 
itself; all headquarters; all Service schools; all Service , 
journals; all regiments and corps; all military posts and 
stations; the patriotic press; and, last but not least, the 
Military Academy at West Point; and, best of all, our 
women and children. Its purpose must be to unite in 
the Army Mutual Aid Association all the eligible officers 
of the Army. Its fulfilment will create not only the 
strongest insurance organization in the world, but also, 
as a by-product, a spirit of comradeship, a morale, au 
esprit till then unknown. As our old friend has given 
millions in the past, so let us hold up his hands and re- 
solve.he shall not be disabled from giving millions in 
the future.”

WEARING OF CIVILIAN CLOTHING. 

With reference to the wearing of civilian clothing by offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Army “Three Fogies” writes: 
“fo all intent and purpose the war is over, so why not 
take on a peaceful appearance? The uniform as now au- 
thorized is a constant reminder of war and of service in 
the field, and is glaring in its unfitness for wear off duty, 
or for attendance even at a most informal civilian gath- 
ering. ‘The man in uniform is a victim of the prevail- 
ing pastime of profiteering, and the pre-war spirit to- 
ward the man in uniform is almost back to normal. 

“True soldiers are proud of their uniform as soldiers, 
but when off duty tiey want relaxation, and a less con- 
spicuous costume so that they may go about without 
being stared at. The great war was fought to pro- 


mote democracy and to crush militarism, but its fullest 
intent will never be realized until preparedness becomes 
a habit, and less antipathy is shown toward the soldier. 
In the meantime let the Army prepare to the fullest 
extent when at drill or other military exercises, and lay 
aside the uniform when in pursuit of amusement or 
travel.” 

On the same subject “One in Uniform” writes: “While 
passing through New York last May, I stood in tlic 
entrance of the Grand Central Terminal waiting for 
my wife when a well dressed, prosperous looking civilian 
came up and said, ‘What subway do I take for the 
Bronx?” I said: ‘Why do you ask me? He said: 
‘Aren’t you employed here?” Instead of answering his 
question I asked him if he was a citizen of the United 
States. His answer being in the affirmative I said: ‘I 
am an officer in your Army. Your million men have 
worn this uniform in the last three years and I thought 
every American was able to recognize it.’ He apologized 
and left. 

“Last week I was again in New York. When leaving 
a theater on Broadway after a matinée, with my wife 
and her sister and a major of Infantry, we hesitated a 
moment in the lobby while the women adjusted their 
hats. We were talking together, and I’m quite positive 
I didn’t look like an usher or door-keeper. Suddenly a 
well dressed, prosperous looking woman of about forty, 
with no foreign accent, pushed my wife and ber sister 
one s'de and faced me with: ‘Where is the lad‘es’ toilet, 
please?” I said: ‘Madam, I haven't the slightest ides. 
She said: ‘Aren’t you an employee of this place? I 
said: ‘No. I'm an officer in the U.S. Army.’ She fled, 
but with no apology. I had on an_O.D. woolen uriform, 
majot’s leaves, several campaign ribbons, an overseas 
str:pe ou my sleeve, and up to that moment had thought 
that I was making quite an impressive appearance. 

“It has been seven years since I've had on a suit of 
‘eiis’ and I’ve always been proud of the uniform. How- 
ever, I would like to be allowed to put on my old-fash- 
ioned ‘cut-away’ civilian suit the next time I vist New 
York. I wouldn’t care if J csas taken for an up-state 
hick and had a few gold bricks offered me.” 
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DUPLICATE MEDALS OF HONOR. 

In addition to the instances of officers aud men of the 
Army and Navy who have received duplicate Medals of 
Honor already noted in recent issues of the ARMY AND 
Navy JouRNAL a correspondent calls attention to six 
more cases where Medals of Honor have been issued to 
two individuals of the same name, and one name appears 
no less than three times in the list of awards. He adds 
that these are “possibly duplicate awards,” a suggestion 
that is borne out by the names themselves, although it 
would appear that in certain cases two men who bore 


the same name have both been awarded medals. This 
it is difficult to determine from the records. _Medal 1468 
was awarded to Sergt. John.H. Brown, Co. A, 47th 


Ohio Inf., for carrying a message through a terrific fire 
at Vicksburg, Miss., on May 19, 1865. Medal 1621 was 
awarded to Capt. John H. Brown, Co. D, 12th Ken- 
tucky Inf., for the capture of a flag at Franklin, Tenn., 
Nov. 30, 1864.

DISCIPLINE. 

‘Yo rue Eprror or THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAI 

There has so much been printed, during and since the 
World War. against the system of discipline we have in 
the Regular Army that it almost requires the use of that 
much abused word propaganda to account for it. Not- 
withstanding the historical gléry attending the work of 
the Regulars, and which of course is entirely due to dis- 





cipline, constant reiteration of the simple, foolish criti- 
cisms ef alleged military experts has to some extent af- 
fected even our milifary superiors. 

Modern civilian life, with its freedom restraint: 
and personal responsibility for individual ‘actions, has 
litthe in common with the life of the soldier. A soldier 
is a man who is prepared to undergo severe bodily trials 
connected with personal responsibility for the lives of 
his comrades under the most terrible conditions of mod- 
ern warfare. He is relieved from many personal respon- 
sibilities in return for which he must yield the prompt- 
est obedience, even to the sacrifice of his health or even 
life, to his proper superiors. 

To attain this state of mind, without which we cannot 
have a suecessful fighting “orce, We must have discipline, 
both of mind and body. When the necessity for obtain- 
ing this condition in a body of civilians is urgent

admits of but little delay, we must have intensive drills 
for the purpose. In order that this object may be at- 
ained in the shortest possible time, without making the 
sullen and resentful—I am of course considering 
Americans—there must be two conditions fulfilled: The 
instructor must understand his duties and all that in- 
volves; the recruits should have the principles of dis- 
cipline explained to them, so that they understand the 
necessity for the requirements of the instructor. 

Assuming that the two prime requirements for a sol- 
dier are discipline and knowledge of lis arm, the mental 
verry of a vsoung instractor might be much lessened. 
if he would make himself an expert on those twe 
he would be able to render the most valuable as- 
sixstunee to his commanding offierr in the shortest time. 
many erpert requirements in a modern 
ssarily we must have a multiplicity of 
for their education, and it must be a great prob- 
lem for a young officer at the beginning of his career to 
determine where he should begin to fix exact knowledge 
to make himself a useful part of the Army to which he 
ix proud to belong and to which he owes the best there 
is m him.

The 
requirements of the D.R. for the movement “Squads 
right” is well adapted to this end, as no two men in a 
squad do exactly the same thing. The inspector may 
assume that un organization is very well drilled if it 
performs this simple movement correctly, and in a miti- 
tary manner. 

Just as a suggestion, and to combat the numerous state- 
ments to the contrary, it may be stated as a fact that 
our system of discipline in the American Army is the 
best possible for our people, and appealing to their in- 
telligence, is calculated to get the best work of soldiers 
out of an intelligent people with natural aptitude for 
initiative.

may desire to remain as he is rather than accept a posi- 
tion that will burden him with further service. aftere h 
has nearly completed his service as an enlisted man, 
For this reason many of the old non-commissioned offi- 
cers prefer to retain their present positions rather than 
accept the warrant grade with its present retirement 
privileges. ‘ 

The general impression is that no one compelled to 
accept this grade if he does not desire it, and in general, 
this is true. But there is one class wh« no choice 
other than to accept this grade, thereby « velling them 
to remain on activ. duty for a numbe1 f vears after 
thev had believed they could retire, or etherwise relin- 
quish the position which many of them ih 
held for a number of years. I refer to Section 4a, Army 
Reorganization act, June 4, 1920: “There shall be not 
more than 1,120 warrant officers, includi: band leaders, 
who shall hereafter be warrant office ’ The word 
“shall” leaves no choice to these nien. Many 
faithfully as enlisted men and are now near retirement. 
Most of the old band leaders have I 
their credit. (Inasmuch as this will 
penalize many of these men, is this not ex post facto,

Air Service Headquarters Moves. 

The office of Chief of Air Service is now located in 
the War Dr partment Munitions Building, 19th and B 
streets, ishington, D.C. ‘The headquarters and its en- 
tire personnel, since early in 1917 located in the tem- 


porary buildings at 7th and B streets, expect to be per- 
manently located on the third floor of the Munitions 
Building whea the transfer has been compteted. 


Air Service Headquarters Personnel, 

Recent orders affecting personnel on duiy in the office 
of the Chief of Air Service included the following : Major 
Walter H. Frank assigned to duty as assistant to execu- 
tive. Major Herbert A. Dargue assigned to duty with 
the Advisory Board. Major John D. Reardon, in addi- 
tion to his other duties, detailed as an additional mem- 
ber of the Advisory Board. Major Jacob E. Fickel re- 
lieved as Chief of Finanee; Contract Division Supply 
Group, detailed as permanent working member of the Ad- 
visory Board. Capt. Maxwell L. McCullough assigned 
to Information Group. Capt. Hubert V. Hopkins, in 
addition to his other duties, designated as Air Service 
officer to take over the work of classification of officers. 
Lieut. Rene R. Studler designated liaison officer be- 
tween office Chief of Air Service and The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office for duty in connection with recruiting, Lieut. 
Wilbur T. Emerson, appointed chief of Finance Con 
tract Division, Supply Group. 

Improving Air Service Communicaii 

Experience has demonstrated that by connecting the 
airplane pilot’s head-set to. the radio receiving set in 
airplanes, more efficient work can be obta:ed, especially 
in conducting Infantry liaison missions and spotting Ar- 
tillery fire. The Chief of Air Service has therefore di- 
rected that the commanding officers of all fields and sta- 
tions where radio receiving sets are installed in air- 
planes adopt the procedure with a view to itcreasing the 
efficiency of the communications activities. With this 
arrangement the pilot can hear the incoming signals, such 
as “battery is ready to fire,” “battery has fired,” “the 
battery stand by,’ ete. 

Student Officers at Air Service Schaols. 

The question having been raised as to whether a stu- 
dent officer at an Air Service School shouid properly as- 
sume command of the school in the event of his being 
senior thereat of the officers empowered by existing orders 
and regulations to command troops, it referred to 
the War Department for decision. The decision rendered 
was to the effect that student officers, due to their status 
as students, were ineligible to command the school at 
which they were receiving instruction, and that com- 
mand of such school devolved upon the senior officer 
present for duty, other than student officers, who was 
nuthorized by law and regulations to comniand troops.

Accident to U.S. Dirigible C-6. 

While sailing from San Diego, Calif., to San Pedro to 
take part in maneuvers with the U.S. Pacific Fleet the 
Nayy dirigible C-6 during a heavy fog, according to a 
newspaper dispatch from Log Angeles, ran ipto a moun- 
tain peak in the outskirts of Hollywood Sept. 30, spilling 
the car and its crew of five men about 200 feet down 
Laurel Canyon, and tearing a hole in the gas bag. The 
injured, aecording to the dispatch, were the following:

THRILLING FLIGHT OF NAVY BALLOONISTS. 


The thrilling escape from injury of Lieuts. Roffe Em- 
erson and Frank Sloman, U.S.N.R.F., who were in 
charge of a Navy balloon which was one of the contes- 
tants in the national free bajloon race which started from 
North Birmingham, Ala., on Sept. 25, is contained in an 
account issued by the Navy partment on Sept. 29. 
Six hours and thirty minutes after leaving Birmingham 
the balloon crossed the Mississippi boundary line and on 
the following morning -that of Kentucky. A few hours 
later the balloon was obliged to land to escape an ap- 
proaching storm. It was then that the Army balloon 
contestant, in charge of Leo Stevens, was forced out of 
tha race. The Navy balloon was compelled to make an- 
other landing later in the day at Hartford, Ky., and then 
another in Spruce county, Ind. 

It was here that the pilot’s basket had to be cut away 
and abandoned because of loss of gas in the high storm 
From this point on the two pilots clung to the 
rigging above the concentration ring. — At midnighi of 
Sept. 27 the balloon passed over Indianapolis. As it 
approached Lake Erie strong winds and heavy rain, ac- 
companied by lightning, were met. The large area of 
the storm cut off the approach to the objective, the Ca- 
nadian boundary lne, and there being insufficient ballast 
Lieutenant Eme: >on decided to come down, which he did 
by ripping the bailoon. ‘The large sphere landed in a 
havfield near Greytown, Ohio, after having traversed a 
large part of Lake Erie lengthwise. . 

The duration of the flight was 37 hours 1 minute, and 
the distance traveled 590 mites. The maximum altitude 
reached was 6,900 feet, and the maximum speed at- 
tained forty knots.

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KEELS OF THREE U.S. BATTLE CRUISERS LAID 

An unusual event in the building of big warships oc- 
curred on Sept. 25, 1920. when within the space of a few 
hours the keels of three battle cruisers were laid for the 
United States Navy. One of these vessels, Battle 
Cruiser No. 3, the Saratoga, is being built at Camden, 
N.J.; the other two, Battle Cruiser No, 5, the Constitu- 
tion, and No. 6, the United States, are being built side 
by side at the Philadelphia Navy Yard. 

The keel of another great battle cruiser of the same 
class, the Constellation, was laid on Aug. 18, 1920, at 
Newport News, Va., at which place preliminary work 
is going ahead on a sister vessel, the Ranger. Similar 
preliminary work is also being done on the sixth of the 
class, building by the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion at its Fore River plant, where the keel of the Lex- 
ington will be laid very soon. . 

[hese are the largest and fastest battle cruisers in 
the world. They were originally authorized in 1916 as a 
part of the three-year building program, but their con- 
struction was suspended during the World War. Since 
that time their designs have been redrawn to take full 
advantage of the lessons learned from war experience, 
with the resylt that the vessels are being built materi- 
ally larger and more powerful than at first contemplated,

Epucation For ARMY OFFICERS. 

While the provisions of Section 127a, act of June 4. 
1920, authorize the Secretary of War to detail not more 
than two per cent. of the commissioned personnel of the 
Army to educational institytions or industrial plants, 
Secretary Baker has decided That it would not be for the 
best interests of the Service at large to- make it a fixed 
Policy to assign annually two per cent. of the commis- 
Sioned strength of any particular branch, arm or service 
for attendance at civilian educational institutions, The 


Secretary on Sept. 30 directed each chief of branch, an- 
nually on the first of June, to submit to the War De- 
partment the names and qualificatigns of those officers 
who are recommended for detail at civil educational or 
other institutions. From the list of officers recommended 
the War Department will make the final selection of 
officers to be detailed to this duty.

TITLE OF ADJUTANT GENERAL. 

A recent letter from the War Department to corps 
area commanders relative to the title of Adjutant Gen- 
eral on duty at military headquarters says: “1. An ex- 
amination of orders issued from the headquarters of 
camps and departments shows that more than one term 
is used in designating the title of the adjutants on duty 
at those headquarters. 2. As it is desirable to adopt a 
uniform term for the official title of such staff officers, 
the War Department has decided that when th |.» ition 
of adjutant is occupied by an officer regularly det. ied in 
The Adjutant General’s Department, he will sign official 
communications as ‘Adjutant General, Corps Area Adju- 
tant’ or ‘Adjutant General, Camp Adjutant,’ omitting the 
rank and branch of Service, as the term ‘Adjutant Gen- 
eral’ is sufficient fer purposes of identification. In eases 
where officers are detailed for the purpose of performing 
the duties of adjutant general, or where they are tem- 
porarily acting as adjutants general, the rank and branch 
of Service should be included in the official title as 
‘Major, Field Artillery, Corps Area Adjutant’ er ‘Major, 
Infantry, Acting Camp Adjutant.’ ”

Miss Julia C. Stimson, Superintendent of the Army 
Nurse Corps, will leave Washington, D.C., soon for an 
extended tour of the western stations, camps and posts 
where hospitals are located.

Boots AND Spurs, Arr SERVICE. 

The Secretary of War in a declaration of policy on 
Sept. 28 states: “The wearing of boots is governed by 
Special Regulations No. 41, Paragraph 67(a), Changes 
No. 1; spurs, by Paragraph 120, Changes No. 7, mem- 
bers of the Air Service being subject to the same rules 
as other officers, exeépt the provision of Paragraph 120, 
‘Aviators will not wear spurs when flying.’ In deter- 
inining who are mounted officers, Paragraph 1272, Army 
Itegulations, Changes No. 76, governs. Since the pass- 
age of the Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920, 
the Air Service is a combatant branch and has ceased to 
be a ‘staff corps or department,’ therefore officers of the 
Air Service below the grade of major are not mounted 
officers and are not entitled to additional pay for own- 
ing their own mounts, neither are they authorized to 
= boots and spurs ‘except when actually mounted on 
a horse.’”

VETERINARY Orricers Nor 1x-Mepicar Corps. 
In answering the question of a first lieutenant, Vet- 
erinary Corps, U.S.A., “whether a veterinary officer is 


considered in the Medical Corps within the meaning of 
Army Regulations 1296,” an opinion of the Judge <Ad- 
vocate General, which quotes Sections 6 and 10, act of 
June 5, 1916, states: “It would seem txrefore that offi- 
cers of the Veterinary Corps are not offic.s of the Medi- 
cal Corps, although the officers of both corps are officers 
of the Medical Department of the Army. Prior to 
Changes 52, Army Regulations, 1917, officers of the Vet- 
erinary Corps were not included within the provision of 
Paragraph 1296, Army Regulations, but since Noy. 5, 
1917, they are included therein as officers of the Medical 
Department.”

There is some opinion expressed in Service circles in 
Wasnington that B classification will go the way of the 
“plucking board’ of the Navy because of the attacks 
upon it whieh will be taken up by members of Congress. 
Ilowever, the existing Committees on Military Affairs 
received strong support in both Senate and Houss in 
putting through their respective bills and in passing the 
bill now known as the Army Reorganization act. It 
should be remembered that those same committees and 
tle same membership of both houses of Congress will 
have te consider any question of the sort that comes be- 
f the approaching short session. Also it may be well 
to» recall that the “plucking board’ was not devised to 

niinate unfit officers of the Navy, but to eliminate so 


to make for a flow of promotion. That system was 
? based on a classification of those fit or unfit to mect 

w needs of Service, not on the determination whether 

inan should be plucked beeause of incompeteney, but 
on the rule that a certain number of vacancies must be 
created annually. If the number of vacancies came as a 
natural result of separations, then no man _ was 
“plucked”; if the number of vacancies was not reached, 
then some men must be plucked no matter how goo they 
were. The “plucking board” was solely to create vacan- 
cics regardless of efficiency, and naturally public senti- 
ment became so aroused over its unfairness that the pro 
vision of law had to be repealed. 

If it is found that B classification, after a fair trial 
of such a method, is a cause of material injustices to in- 
dividuals, beyoud the occasional possibility of single in- 
stances of injustice which should not but do occur in any 
humanly devised scheme of the sort, it will undoubtedly 


be a detriment to the best interests of the Service. It 
will be time then to demand its abandonment as a part 
of our system of promotion. But in the meantime it 


should have a fair trial. The Army as a whole has dis- 
approved of proposed schemes of promotion by selection 


considered impossible of exccution with any reasonable 


degree of justice to all. But the Army as a whole, w 


helieve, certainly a progressive element in the Service, 
has long advocated some plan for the elimination of dead- 
wood that would keep the Army in a high state of effi- 
ciency, prepared for the emergeney of war. Let it be 
hoped that the present plan can be so carried out as: to 
convince the Service of the fairness of its intention and 
of the broad justice of its results. If this can be ae- 
complished the undoubted great hardship to the indi- 
vidual found unfitted to Army life may be outweighed 
by the benefit to the Service as a whole. If there is no 

h result in efficiency after a fair test, then indeed it 
inay be well to start again upon a search for that idea]

APPOINTMENTS IN ARMY COMPLETED. 
The War Department on Oct. 1 practically completed 
the appointment of offieers in the Army in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 34, act of June 4, 1920. 
Out of the reservoir of more than 14,000 emergency offi- 
cers who at some time believed they desircd to make the 
Arnry a career, the War Bepariment will have appointed, 





when the business is finally closed through acceptanees 
of tenders, probably not more than 4,700 officers. The 
recapitulation of the Final Selecting Board placed the 
number of reports handled and approved at 4,970, and 
up to the end of the day on Sept. 30 there had alread; 
been recorded 192 declinations of appointment. 

rhe commissioned strength of the Regular Army at the 
close of the final appointments—granting that 300 ap- 
pointments will result from the examinations in October, 
this figure allowing for 100 officers to come into the Medi- 
cal Department, in which there is no limit, will probably 
be about 13,125, or approximately 4,500 under the 
strength authorized in the Army Reorganization act. The 
commissioned strength of the Regular Army prior to 
appointment of emergency officers was estimated at 
&.125, and approximately 5,000 appointments will have 
been made, making the total 13,125. The authorized 
strength allows 10,732 officers to the combatant arms, 
2.433 to the Medical Department, and 4,557 to staff 
corps and departments other than Medical; a tital of 
17.717. It is yet too early for the War Department to 
supply statistics relative to appointments, that is, the 
number and grades embraced in the appointments as re- 
lated to all branches of the Service. But so far as lists 
of appointees was available on Sept. 30 and forecasts 
could be made, it was possible to approximate the num- 
ber of appointees in each grade. This estimate places 
five in the grace of colonel, twenty in the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel, 325. in the grade of major, 1,375 in the 
grade of castain, 1,900 in the grade of first lieutenant 
and 1,300 in the grade of second lieutenant. Up to 


Sept. 30 there had been 2,438 acceptances recorded in 
The dAjutant General’s Office, or about fifty pef cent. 
of the total tenders of appointment. Appointees are 
again urged to be prompt in filing acceptances with the 
War Department. Of the 192 declinations the greater 
number was evidently due to disappointment because the 
grade the applicant believed he was fitted for was not 
granted. In this connection it has been heard that the 
Final Selecting Board upset all calculations as to the 
number of officers in each grade who would be appointed, 
and that the board was disposed to disagree with appli- 
cant® as to their fitness for certain grades. In fact, the 
board is said to have cut the grades in fully fifty per 
cent. of the cases approved by it. The final lists of 
names, containing upwards of 700 appointees, will be 
available for printing in our issue of Oct. 9. 

Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, The Adjutant General, on 
Sept. 20 went.to the Appointment Section, Personxel Di- 
vision, and extended his congratulations to Major E. A. 
Brown, in charge, and to the office staff on the splendid 
work accomplished in handling the great mass of ap- 
pointments in just twenty-six werking days. Major 
Brown stated to General Harris that it was made pos- 
sible because. the young women on duty in the section 
worked without regard for hours, gave up their Satur- 
day half holidays and displayed a spirit and interest 
which was as highly appreciated as it was creditable to 
the young women. It may be stated, too, that Major 
Brown and Col. William Kelly, jr...Chief of the Per- 
sonnel Division, took no account of time spent in this 
work and gave up leaves in order to expedite the ap- 
pointments. General Harris acknowledged that he had 
not believed that the work could be accomplished within 
a month’s time and said that it was a pleasure to realize 
that the workers in his office could cut down his esti- 
mates, 

INSTRUCTION FOR NEW ARMY OFFICERS. 

The War Department, recognizing that the influx of 
so many new officers into the Regular Establishment, 





will require extraordinary effort to give all of them in 


the least possible time the basic course of instruction or 


its equivalent, has requested the chiefs of the branches of 


the Service to expand their schools to the maximum limit 
to accomplish -this purpose. Although the chiefs and 
their staffs have been perfecting plans for several weeks 
to meet this emergency, nevertheless it will require con- 
s‘derable time to .pass all the new officers, numbering 
nearly 5,000, through the Special Service Schools. Corps 
area and department commanders have been requested 
to give the necessary instructions to their subordinate 
officers so that the elements of the basic instruction for 
all officers may be given even to those officers who are 
serving with troops and for whom there is no avail- 
Chiefs of 


branches and all commanders recognize the importance 


able space in the Special Service Schools. 


of vigorous action on their part to properly guide the 
military educational work of newly appointed oilticers 
immediately on their assignment to Regular Army duty. 

This instruction, according to the War Department, 
must be considered the most important of all because it 
affects immediately only permanent personnel in the 
Army, i.e., the commissioncd personnel. Their instruc- 
tion and training must be on corect lines and correct 
basie principles in order that in turn they may impart 
correct instruction to their subordinates. This instrue- 
tion, therefore, must be given under the guidance of ex- 
perienced officers, for it is dangerous to depend upon 
self-education without guidance, in the view of the War 
Department. The attention of all chiefs of ail arms and 
services was particularly directed to Paragraph 9, Gen- 
eral Orders No. 56, W.D., 1920, which provides: “The 
chief of each branch is responsible for so developing the 
special Service school of his branch as to give all of his 
officers at the proper time the essential training as indi- 
cited in Paragraph 8.” 
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More PROMOTIONS IN ReGuLaR ARMY. 

The completion of the appointment of fo-mer emer- 
gency officers in the Regular Army consumed so much 
less time than was anticipated that the promotion of 
Regular Army officers will in all likelihood be made on 
the new single list for promotion before the close of Oc- 
tober. Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, stated on Sept. 50 that he hoped the promotions 
would be made before Oct. 20, although the force of his 
office is so close to the minimum of requirements that it 
has been necessary to transfer and re-transfer clerks in 
the various divisions in order to expedite the work. It 
is estimated that approximately 500 promotions may be 
made and that practically all members of the U.S. Mili- 
tary Academy classes down to and including the class 
of 1914 will make the grade of major, although 200 va- 
cancies have been reserved in this grade pending the ex- 
amination of additional emergency officers on Oct. 25. 
Until the appointees resulting from the July examina- 
tion had been allotted to the various arms, and branches 
and their grades known, it was impossible to complete 
the single list beyond the field grades. This work can 
now be done, since the numbers of new officers in the 
various grades are known, hence there will be little de- 
lay in completing the promotion list and in notifying 
officers of promotion. This welcome advancement may 
therefore be a fact before Noy. 1, including some fifty 
officers of the class of 1911 who failed of their majority 
when the last large block of premetions was made. While 
their rank will not be affected, all promotions dating 
from July 1, 1920, some of these officers have experi- 


enced some “inconveniences” at new posts of duty be- 
cause they were still captains while others of their class- 
mates were majors. 
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APPOINTMENT OF ARMY WARRANT OFFICERS. 

The board of officers appointed to examine the record 
and select men eligible for appointment as warrant offi- 
cers in the Army met in The Adjutant General's Office 
Oct. 1. The policy of the War Department is to ex- 
pedite this work now that appointments of commissioned 
officers in the Army has been completed. The work in 
relation to warrant officers was delayed for the reason 
that a considerable number of officers who were for- 
merly enlisted men were candidates for comm’ss‘cas and 
also for warrants in case of failure to obtain commis- 
sions, hence the records of such enlisted men were not 
available to the board on warrant-officcr appointment un- 
til the work of the Final Section Board was completed. 
It is said that at the present time the reservoir of appli- 
eants for warrant grade indicates that there will be no 
lack of suitable material to fill the strength of 1,200 
provided for by the Army Reorganization act, despite 
the reluctance of some of the eligible non-commissioned 
officers and enlisted men to file their applications. The 
War Department is committed to the intention of ask- 
ing Congress to amend Section 4a of the act of June +4, 
1920, so as to make the grade of warrant officer more 
attractive to the men of long service eligible for appoint- 
ment in this grade. It is likely that the request will 
be acceded to and that Congress will be favorable to giv- 
ing the warrant grade the pay and allowances of a sec- 
ond lieutenant. 
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SrecraList’s Pay ON RETIREMENT. 

Yhat further legislation is necessary if the eulisted men 
of the 6th ard 7th grades rated as specialists in the Arinv 
are to receive the benefit of additional pay on retirement 
is the opinion of the Comptroller, given in response to a 
request made by the Secretary of War for reconsideration 
of the Comptroller's decision of Aug. 26, which precluded 
giving to enlistcd men of the above-named grades any 
part of the extra pay attached to his rating in computing 
his pay on retirement. The Comptroller, after reviewing 
the laws and regulations in the case states: “The extra 
pay attaching to the rating of specialist is not pay of the 
enlisted man grade. It is an allowance the same as addi- 
tional pay as expert rifleman is an allowance; and, ina» 
much as the retirement law limits the allowances in each 
case to ($9.50 .:plus $6.25) $15.75 per month, the extra 
pay of special’st must be excluded in computing the pay 
and allowances upon retirement. The same process of 
reasoning that would include the extra pay as specialist 
in comput’ng retirement pay would also include the al- 
lowance of the twenty per cent. temporary increase of 
pay under See. + of the act of May 18, 1920, and the 
allowance under act of June 30, 1902, of twenty per cent. 
inercase of pay for foreign service. The latter is a con- 
ditional allowarce. The extra pay authorized for the en- 
listed man rated as specialist is not pay of his rank or 
grade, but is a conditional allowance, and in the absence 
of a specific provision of law authorizing its inclusice in 
computing the pay and allowances upon retirement it 
must be excluded from such computation the same as all 
allowances other than $15.75 for clothing, rations, quar- 
ters, heat and light are excluded.” He then states his 
opinion for the need of further legislation if these men 
are to receive the benefit of additional pay on retirement. 
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ArMy RETIREMENT AND ITs CAUSES. 

In view of the idea that appears to exist among some 
officers of the Army that the classification provisions in 
the Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920, are likely 
to place an unduly large number of offices on the re- 
tired list, it is interesting to know that of the 1,247 
officers who had been retired up to May 26, 1920, only 
two per cent. were retired for causes other than dis- 
ability, age, or service. The average Army officer is 
cognizant of what shortcomings are encompassed in 
“other causes” warranting this two per cent. retirement, 
or only twenty-eight cases out of 1,247. Of the 1,247 
officers on the retired list May 26, 1920, 727 were retired 
owing to disability, distributed as follows: 220 captains, 
163 majors, 130 first lieutenants, 83 colonels, 74 lieuten- 
ant colonels, 20 second lieutenants, 17 chaplains, 10 vet- 
erinarians, 9 brigadier generals, 1 major general. Re- 
tirements for age or length of service totaled 492, dis- 
tributed as follows: 225 colonels, 133. brigadier generals, 
55 lieutenant colonels, 27 major generals, 23 majors, 11 
captains, 8 chaplains, 5 second lieutenants, 2 lieutenant 
generals, 2 veterinarians, 1 first lieutenant. Retirements 
for “other causes” were: 8 majors, T captains, 3 major 
generals, 3 second lieutenants, 2 brigadier generals, 2 
lieutenant colonels, 2 first lieutenants, 1 colonel 
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I°rcip Economy IN War DEPARTMENT ESTIMATES. 

The Sceretary of War has directed all chiefs of bu- 
reaus and services to observe the most rigid economy in 
preparing the estin.ate for the fiscal year 1922 and to re- 
duee all items to a minimum. The conditions which 
render a further reduction not permissible must be fully 
and clearly indicated by the head of the bureau sub- 
mitting the estimate. The House Committee on Ap- 
propriations has requested that all items of general legis- 
lation be omitted from the estimates with the suggestion 
that the same be submitted later to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives for reference to the appropri-

NOTES FROM GUAM. 
Guam, L.I., July 27, 1920, 

The following notes are based on news appearing in the Guam 
News-Letter for July: 

Capt. I. C. Wettengel, U.S.N., who relieved Capt. W. W. 
Gilmer, U.S.N., as governor of Guam, took command on July 7. 
The ceremonies attending the relief of Governor Gilmer were 
held in front of the palace at Agafia. In his last speech before relin- 
quishing command as governor Captain Gilmer said, in part: ‘It is 
with mingled feelings of pleasure and regret that I am turning 
over to my successor, Capt. I. C. Wettengel, the duties of Gov- 
ernor of Guam and Commandant of the Naval Station of Guam, 
duties I have held since Nov. 15, 1918. I am pleased to be 
able to return to my own country, home and friends and to 
keep in closer touch with the affairs of the day. I also take 
pleasure in feeling that I have accomplished many things dur- 
ing my term of duty for the island of Guam and for the great 
masses of the people. I regret to leave the friends I have 
made among the officers who have so ably assisted me in my 
labors, and without whom I could have accomplished very 
little, as well as the other friends among my own countrymen.” 

One of Governor Wettengel’s first orders was that revoking the 
order forbidding smoking in all offices of the various depart- 
ments, and forbidding it only in the hospital wards, clothing 
and small stores issue room, shops, store rooms, power plant, 
garage, stables, and all buildings and structures located on the 
Government farm.

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M.O. FOREIGN WARS EXHIBITS LANTAKA. 


The lantaka (Moro cannon) in the window of the 
headquarters of the Military Order of Foreign Wars of 
the United States, Bellevue-Stratford Hotel, Philddel- 
phia, has an interesting history. It was captured by 
troops serving in the Department of Mindanao, Philip- 
pine Islands, in their engagement with hostile Moros at 
Bayan on May 2, 1902. Brig. Gen. George W. Davis, 
in command of the department, with members of his staff 
was present, but the troops were under the immediate 
command of Col. Frank D. Baldwin, 17th Inf. The 
story of the capture is told by Brig. Gen. Samuel W. 
Fountain, U.S.A., retired, a Past National Commander 
of the order, who was at the time a major and acting ag 
adjutant to General Davis. 

The fight at Pandapatan in the latter part of April, 
1902, General Fountain says, had been a walk-over for 
the United States troops and had made them too confi- 
dent. General Davis had planned to bring about peace 
with the Moro people about Lake Lanao, who, divided 
into communities under local Dattos, were never at peace 
with Spain, among themselves, nor with the Moros on 
the coast. With the latter we had established trade and 
could count upon their co-operation in a campaign 
against the Lake Lanao Moros. In fact, Datto Piang at 
Pekit on the Rio Grande offered ten thousand warriors 
under Datto Alli for a campaign against them, but it 
was not considered advisable to stir up trouble among the 
Moros. All were Mohammedans and could be brought to- 
gether by “The Sherif” and religious leaders against the 
Christians. That was a condition to be avoided. Aid 
was asked, however, of the Sherif who lived at Cotta- 
batto and was related to Piang and Alli. The Sherif 
joined General Davis after the fight at Pandapatan and 
offered to visit the cotta at Lake Lanao and use his in- 
fluence to bring about peace. The Sherif’s efforts were 
fruitless, and after he had reported to General Davis, 
Colonel Baldwin was directed to attack the cotta. Un- 
fortunately we had no guns of sufficient power to de- 
molish the cotta and rifle fire did little damage and an 
assault would have been costly. 

On May 1 Lieutenant Vickers and four enlisted men 
were killed and Lieut. H. S. Warner and thirteen en- 
listed men scriously wounded. The site was afterwards 
designated as Camp Vickers and is still occupied by 
United States troops. It was intended to continue the 
siege and probably make an assault on May 2. But with 
surprise and pleasure it was seen at daylight that white 
fiags were flying from the cotta. General Davis tele- 
graphed to Manila reporting the surrender and saying: 
“I will go among the Moros and tell them that we are 
here to be their friends and to help them in every way.” 
Colonel Baldwin had received the surrender and the 
cotta was occupied by a detachment trom the 17th In- 
fantry. The prisoners, who were told to rest at ease 
and wait for General Davis to come and talk to them, 
without warning rose and rushed our troops, who met the 
attack with the bayonet and well directed rifle fire. “It 
was a thrilling moment,” adds General Fountain. “Some 
who broke through the cordon were pursued and for sev- 
eral days the flying buzzards located a few who had suc- 
cumbed to their wounds after reaching the jungle. Our 
losses were negligible, but we looked upon it as a tragedy, 
for instead of General Davis’s message of friendship, the 
awful story of the carnage was told to all the villages 
and war was their answer. This necessitated a cam- 
paign against them which was conducted in a successful 
manner by Capt. John J. Pershing, 15th Cav., whose 
ability to organize and command troops was at once rec- 
ognized, leading later to his selection as commander of 
the American Forces of the World War.”

PuyYsIoTHERAPY FoR U.S. Navy PATIENTS. 

A composite article by Capts. C. H. T. Lowndes, F. E. 
McCullough and A. M. Fauntleroy, M.C., U.S.N., and 
Comdr. William S. Bainbridge, M.C., U.S.N.R.F., on 
“Physiotherapy at the U.S. Naval Hospital, New York, 
N.Y.,” accompanied seventy-eight illustrations, appears 
in the September number of The Military Surgeon. 
Physiotherapy, they write, is one of the lessons of the 
World War. While it was practiced more or less be- 
fore the war, it was not generally intelligently applied. 
Thus the lack of interest in physiotherapy by the medical 
profession in general has given opportunity for the de- 
velopment of strange and weird cults of pseudo-scientific 
medical men not properly trained in the elements of gen- 
eral medicine and surgery, and it is therefore time for 
the legitimate medical profession to reclaim that which 
should be included in the restoration to normality of the 
physically handicapped. In September, 1919, at the U.S. 
Naval Hospital, New York city, the plan was consum- 
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mated for the efficient care of cases requiring the essen- 
tials of physiotherapy, and in the following month it 
was in operation. Linked with physictherapy is occupa- 
tionary therapy, which has been highly developed at the 
hospital. The most excellent results have been obtained 
and officers and men of the Navy whose health and use- 
fulness might never have been restored have recovered 
so completely from mental or physical trouble as to re- 
turn to active duty, while the condition of others whose 
injury or condition have necessitated their separation 
from the Service, have been very greatly benefited by 
the treatment received.

GENERAL JADWIN’S DouGHNuT Srory. 

When Col. (then Brigadier General) Edgar Jadwin, 
U.S.A., went to Poland in July, 1919, as a member of 
the American Commission sent to investigate conditions 
in that country, one of the first troubles he met with 
was the unfavorable attitude of the Polish press. Gen- 
eral Jadwin and Henry Morgenthau, another member of 
the commission, decided it would be a good plan to in- 
vite representatives of the Polish press in Warsaw to 
call on the members of the mission. Then, so runs the 
tale in Arthur L. Goodhart’s “Poland and the Minority 
Races,” Mr. Morgenthau told the Polish reporters that 
“Poland at present reminded him of a pessimistic lady 
he knew” and he related a story to illustrate his point. 
“After Mr. Morgenthau had finished, General Jadwin 
said that he only wanted to add one story. ‘In America 
we have a cake called a doughnut, which has a hole in 
the middle. We call a man an optimist who sees the 
cake, and a man a pessimist who sees only the hdle.’ He 
advised the Poles to stop looking at the hole.” Mr. Good- 
hart adds, quoting from his diary notes of the following 
day: “The Polish press this morning is more favorable 
to the mission. . « They quoted General Jadwin’s 
story, which seems to have made a great hit.”
